The prohibition amendment and 
the enforcement act were held 
constitutional

While attorneys for the inter ¬ 
ests attacking the two measures 
were granted 
permission to file 
motions for re hearingshe

cisioh was regarded generally as

It held that the amendment not 
only came within the amending
